NEW  ORLEANS  (Spacial)  - 
Tile  UJS.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  Fifth  Circuit  in  New  Or¬ 
leans  has  denied  a  rehearing 
appeal  on  the  Mississippi  law 
commonly  known  as  HB  15^ 
that  protects  the  reli^us  Ub- 
eity  of  the  state’s  citizens  by 
allowing  them  to  decline  to 
become  involved  in  situations 
related  to  LBGT  (Lesbian,  Btt- 
sexual.  Gay,  Transwnder).

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Do  churches  prepare  properly 
for  suicide  intervention,  care? 


NASHVILLE  (BP)  -  Suicide  n- 
mains  a  taboo  subject  in  many 
Protestant  choiches  despite  tbe 
best  efforts  of  pastors,  accord¬ 
ing  to  S  new  study  by  LifeWay 
Researdl,  the  arm  of  LifeWsy 
Christian  Resources  in  Nashville 
that  tj>ecialaes  in  surveys  about 
faith  in  Culture  and  matters  that 
affect  churches. 

Eight  in  10  Protestant  senior 
pastors  surveyed  believe  ffanr 
church  is  equipped  to  intervene 
with  someone  who  is  thieaten- 
ina  suicide,  according  to  a  study 
released  Sept.  aq.  Yet  few  peo^ 
turn  to  the  chureh  fot  bdp  be¬ 
fore  taking  their  own  lives,  ac¬ 
cording.  to  their  cfaurchgoing 
hiends  and  family. 

Only  four  percent  of  churchgo¬ 
ers  who  have  lost  a  dose  biend 
or  femily  member  to  suicide  say
